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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-14, 16 and 17 are currently pending in the instant application. 
Applicants have cancelled claims 5 and 15 in an amendment filed on October 1, 2007.

The instant application is a 371 of PCT/SE04/00534, filed on April 6, 2004 and 
claims benefit of Foreign Application SWEDEN 0301009-7, filed on April 7, 2003.
